Bloodless French Duels. 


(From The Indianapolis News.) 

Many of the duels in France end 
without bloodshed. When the offense 
is not very serious it is agreed before- 
hand that the words of command shall 
be given so rapidy that the duelists 
| will not have time to take good sim. 
Sometimes three shots are exchanged 
withou a@ hit, and then the seconds 
step in and “honor is satisfied.” At 
the word “Fire! the pistol is raised 
instantly, and it must be discharged 
not later than the word “three,” so 
the speed with which these words are 
Given regulates the time in which it 
{as possible to take alm. Therefore 
the speed with which they are spoken 
is agreed on beforehand, this depend- 
ing upon the seriousness of the duel 
The words are timed with a metro- 
nome. If the encounter be very serl- 
ous this is set at the lowest speed, 
eighty beats a minute, which gives 
time for taking accurate alm. A 
speed of 140 beats a minute allows 
no time for aiming, and, therefore, is 
used when seconds think the duel 
should be made as-little dangerous ag 
possibe,

during the next ten months the surplus 
will probally be a million dollars. 
The income of next year cannot be 
estimated definitely, because no one 
can tell how much the tax equalization 
and the inheritance tax laws will 
yield. But, if administered well, 
though mildly, the two should bring 
in an additional half million next year, 
Other sources of revenue qither add- 
ed or strengthened will, on the basis 
of previous returns. bring in between 
two and three hundred thousand dol- 
lars of extra money. The corporation 
occupation tax has been doubled, on 
the recommendation of the governor, 


and it alone will increase the revenus 
from fifty to one hundred thousand 
dollars, 


Ungestionably the state's fiscal sys- 
tem has been put on a sound business 
basis, though it will take a year or 
two to recover entirely from the lapses 
of the last several years. 

The success of the administration 
Measurer is proven by the ease by 
which the governor borrowed nearly 
f® half million dollars a few days ago. 

Registration Difficulties Removed. 

Objections to existing registratlon 
laws have been in the main removed 
by Governor Slaton's permanent regis- 
tration act, which will be signed ina 
few days. It provides that when a 
voter is once registered he will remain 
Tegistered unless disqualified by his 
own act. 

A farmer may send Bis tax money 
to the courthouse by a neighbor or 
through the mails, and, !f received 
within the time preseribed by law, the 
tax receipt will be his registration 
certificate—that is, if he is already 
registered and has not removed from 
his district or county and has com- 
Plied with the law about paying taxes, 

The bulk of voters will have to qual. 
{fv by making the registration Oath 


only once, as most of them do not 
change their residences, and will find 
it easy to comply with the law about 
paying taxes. 

Blils That Were Not Passed. 

Several measures viewed as admin- 
istration bills did not through, 
but in 
each case they can Le attended to 
next year without loss or harm to the 
State. 

The McGregor military Dill, whieh 
had the approval of the administra- 
tion, passed the senate, and is ready 
for passage in the house at the nex* 
session. 

It removes the objections to the 
present military law by repealing the 
provision requiring the governor tO 
declare a state of insurrection in any 
community where he sends troops. 

The principal objection to the pres- 
ent law is that it gives too much and 
g& too arbitrary power to tha governor 
and the military when troops are Or 
dered out. Under it civil government 
May be suspended in any community 
to which troops are sent. The dill in- 
troduced by Senator C. E. MoGregor 
removed this feature. It had the ap- 
proval of the military department and | 
the governor and would have been 
enacted into law bnt for lack of time. 

Another bill urged by the ad 
istration which will be in order 
Fear is the one creating an audi 
department. Lack af time prevented) 
its passage this year. 

It will also be up to the next legis- 
Jature to take steps looking to the re- 
leasing of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad when the present lease ex- 
pires in 1919. There is no doubt but 
what the legislature will co-operate 
with the administration !n solving the 
problem.

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Tallulah Lake at Last Is Formed, After Years of Work; 
Waters Are Banked 90 Feet High and Turned Into Tunnel 


This is the first picture ever published of the Tallulah lake! The water was still rising 
when the picture was taken, and lacked only six feet of being at its height—go feet above the 
river bed. Just at the right of the dam is seen the entrance of the tunnel, where the river begins 
its dark underground journey of a mile and a half. 


View of the construction work now in progress on the upper dam, at Mathis. Ga., six miles above Tallulah falls, where a 
lake will be formed eight miles long. The picture is taken from a point north of the dam and besides showing the height of the 
structure shows how the trees have been cleared away for the site of the lake. This is the last part of the power plant work, 
practically everything else being now complete. 


The completed Tallulah dam, photographed from the side of the gorge at a point below the lake, showing the water pouring 
through the sluice gates. On top of the dam is the public roadway, the site or the former bridge leading over the chasm being 
submerged by the lake. When the plant is in operation the water that remains from the tunnel flow, if there is any, will roll over 
the dam through the openings below the roadway. 


Here stands the completed power house, with three of the big 5-foot penstock tubes, already 
finished, leading up the side of the gorge into the reservoir into which the tunnel empties. To the 
left of the tubes is the incline railway. As soon as the generators and transformers are finished the 
operation of the plant will begin.

Who is responsible for the south's 
unwritten history? Surely we cannot 
blame the northern historian. His duty 
{s and was to record the facts as they 
are given to him; and if we of tle 
south have not given him these facts, 
how can we hold the historian of tne 
north responsible? The faultewe find 
with the northern historian, (of course 
there are a few exceptions,) is not so 
much what he has said against us 1s 
what he has omitted to say. 

Unless we, Daughters of the Confe1- 
eracy, will look into this matter and 
see where the trouble lies. we will 
still have this history untrue to is 
As long as the book trust controls 
|our board of education and the north- 
jern text-books continue to be used in 
the southern schools to the exclusion 
of southern text-books, we will rea''ze 
tht the history of the south will never 
be known to the com!ng generations.
